The report further invites the serious atten­ 
tion of the state legislatures to the problem 
of making such reforms iu methods of taxation 
as will remedy the injustice of unequal taxation 
and 
as will plaoe 
a Just share of the

cumulated wealth of the country; favors a an­ 
im al bankrupt law; recommends that the 
legislatures

combines;" favors the amendment of im­ 
migration laws so that only immigrants who 
both desire and are fit for American citizenship 
should be permitted to land upon our shores;

Indian Territory and 
other states and territories and the opening 
of surplus lands to settlement under the pro­ 
visions of the homestead law; favors tbs 
prohibition of the ownership of lands by non­ 
resident aliens; recommends that all unearned 
railway grants be restored to the public do­ 
main for homesteads; that the general govern­ 
ment should cede its arid lands to the various 
states; indorses the action of the departmental 
agriculture for what It has done toward the 
reclamation of the semi and region and urges 
congress to continue this work and extend it;

A resolution relative to im m igration 
w as loudly applauded, and th e resoln* 
tio n w hich hailed w ith delim it th e 
b u rial of all anim osities betw een t n t 
n o rth and south was greeted w ith g re a t 
applause und upon m otion of Maj. 
W arner, of Missouri, w j£ given th re e 
hearty cheers.

The 
m inority m em bers of th e com m ittee 
charged the congress w ith being noth­ 
ing b u t a dem ocratic convention. The 
charges caused a g re a t tum ult, charges 
and counter charges being freely made. 
F inally D. S. Croser, E. M. Joh n so n and 
W. A. B arnes, rep resen tin g th e busi­ 
ness union of St. Paul, w ithdrew from 
th e convention. 
T he m inority rep o rt represen tin g re­ 
publican view s w as voted dow n viva 
voce.

I 
gave the alarm io tbe men at Kent’s Ko - 
tory, and then went down the stairs to 
rescue Harry Merrill, who lay on the cel­ 
lar doer right at the bottom of the stairs. 
I put my arm around his body under bis 
arms. It was a hard and desperate strug­ 
gle, but with the help cf Will Irwin and 
one or two others we got him out into 
fresh air and laid him on tbe ground. 
I turned and looked into tbe meter room 
and saw Burt Nowise on the flour, 
and

gel Burt Nowian out of the building.” 
Joe Hennessey rushed in and brought 
Nowlan out just in time to prevant mo e 
serious results. 
Burt when brought in­ 
to fresh air was helpless, and Irwin held 
him. Tim O’Rourke came with a bottle 
of whiskey and we gave a’I the men 
some.’' 
After the men had all been rescued 
Ryan discovered be had a wounded ugh* 
arm, and that he bed severely strained 
the tender cords, which, during the 
night, swelled up considerably, accom­ 
panied with severe pain. R jsn continu­ 
ed bis good cffbe by fellowing one of 
the suffocated men home, rendering all 
aid possible ia restoring consciousness, 
despite toe pain which he suffered. 
Will Irwiu, who flually succeeded in 
bringing Harry Merrill almost to the 
outer air, had hi# bands bail* lacerated 
in the effort. 
He went 12 thinking be 
oould carry the prostrate man out wilh- 
ont taking a breath, and worked bo des­ 
perately that he did not realize that be 
was hurt until he saw the blood dropping 
a moment later. 
I t required qiick work in gettiBg the 
unfortunate men cut of the poisonous 
gas, but when tbe alarm was sent down 
town the second time there was a gene­ 
ral rush of people for the scene of dLas­ 
ter, and then there were plenty of willing 
hands to reader all necessary aid.
